for Consideration. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 4.—Here are 


some of the outstanding features of 
the picturesque battles raging to- 
day over selection ot congressmen 
and senators: 


Twenty-two of the candidates for 


the house are women, more than 
ever sought these legislative posts 
before. 


Thomas J. Walsh of Montana, the 


chairman at the democratic na- 
tional convention, who introduced 
radio fans to the phrase "for what 
purpose does the gentleman rise?" 
and who shook the lid from Teapot 
x»ome, i3 facing his hardest fight of 
his political career for re-election 
over F. B. Linderman in Montana. 


Francis E. Warren, who the con- 


gressional record lists as eighty 
years old, and who has been in sen- 
ate since 189_0, finished a vigorous 
fighting campaign making some- 
times seven speeches a day against 
his strong democratic opponent, 
Robert Rose, who has rallied strong 
progressive strength behind him in 
Wyoming. 


Gov. "Jack" Walton is seeking 


the vindication of his people again 
for hid fight against the ku kluz 
Man In Oklahoma and hopes to be 
elected to a senate seat over his 
strong republican opponent, W. B.

six members of the senate are be- 
ing selected.

lette will maintain his "balance of 
power" domination over the new 
congress like he has field the pres- 
ent one, the question of whether 
the democrats can gain sufficient 
strength to put thru the own laws 
no matter who is president and the 
possibility 
that the 
republican 


party might regain a working ma- 
jority that would enable them to 
put over their program. 


Reports from all quarters while 


the ballots were being cast indi- 
cated that the LaFollette group 
would surely hold their own and 
that the democrats might better 
their republican in each house 
with a vague chance of obtaining 
absolute control. 


The Situation. 


Her* Is the situation in each 


legislative chamber: 


House—Of the 435 members be- 


ing selected. 225 are now republi- 
cans, 107 democrat*, one independ- 
ent, one farmer-laborite and one 
socialist.

Earlier in the day one man was 
perhaps fatally wounded when five 
men poured a fusillade* of bullets 
into an election booth. 


Mackey and Maddox, accompa- 


nied by Anthony. Kissane, 
were 


driving along the west side when 
an automobile 
carrying six men 


drove up. The men in the latter 
machine started firing and Mackey, 
at the wheel of the first car, start- 
ed a mad drive to escape. A bullet 
struck him in the head. Mackey 
died instantly 
and * the machine 


crashed into a tree. Maddox was 
shot twice, but Kissane escaped In- 
jury and he was taken into cus- 
tody. Police found several revol- 
vers and rifles in the machine. 


The assailants escaped. 
Police said that Mackey and his 


companions were supporters of a 
well known Chicago politician, who 
is running for the state senate on 
the democratic ticket.

What its protagonists expect to 


be a forward step in the industrial 
development 
of 
Lincoln 
was 


evolved from a conference on im- 
proving Sale Creek valley, held 
Tuesday noon at the chamber of 
commerce. Twenty men represent- 
ing a variety of interests and also 
representing the people of Lincoln, 
attended the conference and at its 
conclusion authorized the chair- 
man, W. C. Frampton of the sani- 
tary district board, to appoint a 
committee of engineers to study 
and report on the stiuation. 


"This is primarily a matter of 


zoning," L. W. Chase, chairman of 
the chamber's darinage committee, 
said Tuesday. 
"We are not set- 


ting out to open a big channel for 
Salt Creek, taking a good deal of 
property in the process, but merely 
to establish an official channel 
where no one may encroach, and to 
improve that channel so as further 
to lessen our flood hazard. 
The 


idea is incidentally to give assur- 
ance to new industries that would 
have long since considering estab- 
lishment in the west bottoms, had 
they been certain that such im- 
provement would eventually come 
about." 


C. T. Darrow said the Burlington 


had considerable information on 
hand that would be of value in this 
survey, and that it would be made 
available. The city and the drain- 
age district also have such mate- 
rial, and the next step, as Mr. 
rYampton expressed it, was to com- 
bine and co-ordinate all this data. 
Local engineers will be called in 
on the work. 


Mr. Darrow spoke briefly on 


similar projects at Dayton and 
Denver, in which tb*> Burlington is 
interested, and pointtd out differ- 
ences between their problems and 
those of Lincoln Their experiences 
will be available for th» men work- 
ing on the local problem.

NEW 
YORK, Nov. 4.—Calvin 


Coolidge., ruled a strong favorite 
iin the betting today as the Ameri- 
can people once more trekked to 
the polls to elect their president. 


With fair weather general, how- 


ver, and an increased registration 
that forecast the greatest vote in 
history, it was conceivable .that 
the final decision would rest with 
between 
3,000,000 
and 
6,000,000 


voters casting their ballots for the 
first time this year. The unknown 
trend of this vote caused vastly 
more uncertainty about the out- 
come today than there 
was two 


weeks ago. 


The most cheer for the demo- 


crats that the New York World 
(strongly for John W. Davis) could 
muster in its headlines, was the 
following: 


"Coolidge victory forecast, tho 


upset is possible." 


Such wagers as were placed as 


the actual voting began today were 
on the number of electoral votes 
each candidate would get. Some 
money was placed on ability 
to 


name four states that LaFollette 
would carry. Those who ventured 
a risk on this selected Wisconsin, 
North and South Dakota and Min- 
nesota, with some favoring Ne- 
braska and Montana as among the 
possibilities. 


It was conceded generally that 


LaFollette would not get the elec- 
toral vote that was won by Theo- 
dore Roosevelt in 1912 when he ran 
second to Woodrow Wilson with 
eighty-eight votes in the electoral 
college, but there was great inter- 
est in observing whether LaFol- 
lette would poll the popular vote of 
over 4,000,000 polled for Roosevelt 
in that election. 
With 266 electoral votes neces- 


sary to win, conservative repub- 
lican spokesmen forecast not less 
than 300 for Coolidge, while opti- 
mistic democratic spokesmen fig- 
ure Davis to win with between 280 
and 300, 


Customary Statements. 


Tftree were usual and unusual 


features about the formal close of 
the campaign. The usual consists 
of the customary statements of 
confidence by the campaign man- 
agers, to wit:

tion of Calvin Coolidge and Charles 
G. Dawes, the larger the vote, the 
more decisive will be the victory." 


Chairman Shaver, democrat: "I 


view the result with the utmost 
confidence."

however, the campaign was closed 
with a radio address by the two 
major party banner bearers, mil- 
lions from coast to coast hearing 
Mr. Coolidge's last appeal and 
those with sets tuned in 
from 


Rhode Island to Minnesota to hear 
Mr. Davis make his final demand 
for "honesty in government" which 
has been his campaign slogan from 
the outset- Davis manaeprs felt it 
was a waste of effort to attempt to 
have the radio hook up for his 
speech extend to the wost coat-t. as 
it did for Coolidge's address. Davis 
did not visit the coast during the 
| campaign and it was the feeling of 
his managers that if the coast 
states wer" to b" won from Cool- 
1idee by anyone, they would be won 
by l<aFoll'-tle.

Cabinet's Probe of Authenticity 


of Zinoviev Letter Delayed 


Resignation of the 


Group. 


LONDON. Nov. 4.—Great Brit- 


ain's first experiment with a labor 
government which ]ia« lasted a 
little less than a .\ear, came to an 
end today when Prime Minister 
Ramsay MacDouald went to Buck- 
ingham palace to place the resigna- 
tion of the cabinet in the hands of 
his sovereign. 


Ex-Premier 
Stanley 
Baldwin, 


head of the conservative party, will 
resume the leadership relinquished 
to labor after the elections of De- 
cember, 1923. 


Baldwin will take office with one 


of the most impressive majorities 
ever accorded a tory government, 
however, and political observers 
agree it will be four or five years 
before 
MacDonald and 
his col- 


leagues will have another chance 
to govern. 


The last act of the labor govern- 


ment was to institute investigation 
into the 
source and authenticity 


of the Zinoviev letter, a subversive 
document alleged to be spurious, 
which caused the MacDonald cabi- 
net untold trouble in the closing 
days of the election campaign. 


The labor cabinet held its last 


meeting at Number 10 Downing 
street and decided to resign. 
A 


committee reported on its inquiry 
into the Zinoviev matter and "sen- 
sational disclosures," according to 
the well informed Daily Chronicle, 
/nay be expected. 


Following its overwhelming de- 


feat at the polls when, however, a 
larger labor vote than ever before 
was polled, the government had 
no alternative but to resign. The 
cabinet decided, however, to wait 
until today in order to give its 
committee, headed by Lord Hal- 
dane and Lord Parmoor, a chance 
to make an official investigation of 
the Zinoviev letter. 


Then after the committee had 


reported, Ramsay MacDonald went 
to the palace. King George had 
returned 
from Sandringham for 


the purpose of receiving MacDon- 
ald and accepted the resignation 
forthwith. 


The cabinet's investigation of the 


authenticity of the Zinoviev letter^ 
for a time delayed 
MacDonald's ' 


visit to the palace.

It is on this account 
that I preach such a manner of 
life as will keep the weight Within 
Abounds. 


May I repeat what I have told you 
so many times? • Some time ago the 
life insurance companies made a 
study of their records. 
This was 
called the "Medico-Actuarial Mortal- 
ity Investigation." It appeared to 
prove that overweight should be a 
matter of concern. For Instance, it 
demonstrated tbat,.in general, a man i 
of fifty years who carries fifty extra 
pounds, has reduced his expectation j 
of life fifty per cent. 
You don't need to die l>efore your' 


daily habits and in your methods of 
reduction. Don't overdo in either.

How Cristofori Invented the Pianoforte.

musical notes of a piano. 


The origin of the piano goes back 


to antiquity, further back than his- 
tory records. But we do know that 
a very long time ago, men made a 
musical instrument that was called 
a "lyre."' It" was an instrument 
made with airings'which was hung 
up in the trees to be played bv the 
wind. This was in ancient Greece. 
•A little later, the harp—which is 
a later development of the lyre—was 
played all over Europe. The Irish 
larp is the most famous instrument 
of this type. From the harp de- 
veloped the harpsichord, the father 
of the piano. It was really a harp 
put into a case and the strings in- 
stead of being plucked by the fingers 
were operated by keys that caused 
quills to rise and twtich the strings. 
The first piano as we now know 
t, was made to Florence to 1709 bv 
a man named Bartolommeb Cristo- 
ori. It was the custom in those 
days with kings, princes and nobles 
o keep large collections of musical 


And it Wn* to keep such a collection 
in playing order that Prince Ferdi- 
nand dei Medici eneaged a'Paduan 
harpsichord-maker 
Cristofori, 
the 
man who invented the pianoforte. 
. There are records which show that 
Cristofori was not the first to try 
to substitute hammers for the quills 
of the harpsichord—for that is the

RATE IS VERY LOW 


City 
of Beatrice 
Loses 
First 


Round of Ga» Fight Where It 


Attempted to Cut 


Tariffs.

Altkeu, 
appointed 
by 


Judge Muuger as special master to 
take testimony, make findings of 
fact and give his conclusions of 
law in the case brought by the Ne- 
braska Uas and Electric company 
against the city of Beatrice, filed 
his report Monday afternoon. 
The 


city of Beatrice loses on nearly 
every point. 


Back in 1906 the city granted a 


franchise to C. A. Eaton to operate 
a gas plant, and fixed $1.2T>'a thou-' 
sand as the maximum charge. Eat- 
on accepted the franchise and built 
a plant. Later he got an exten- 
sion of the franchise and the right 
to charge as high as ?1.35. Still 
later the council allowed increases 
up to $2.20, and later cut the rate 
to $1.90. In the meantime the Ne- 
braska company came into posses- 
sion and ownership of the plant. 


Last January the council sought 


to cut the rate-to $1.70 and the 
company went into court and en-* 
joined this. The rate has remained 
at $1.90 meanwhile, the company 
giving the usual bond for repay- 
ment of any excess found. 
The 


master says there was a full and 
frank disclosure of all the facts. 


One of the defenses of the city 


was that the original Eaton con- 
tract was an inviolable one,- and 
that, therefore, the 
question of 


whether the rate was confiscatory 
or not did not enter. 
Mr. Aitken 


finds that the circuit court of ap- 
peals has held that cities 'of the 
first class, under the Nebraska 
statute, have no power to make 
such a contract, that .being an 
abridgement of the general right 
to regulate rates. 


He also finds that the defense 


that the company was not furnish- 
ing as high a quality of gas as it 
agreed cannot enter into a case 
where the task is to determine 
proper operating costs of the gas 
furnished. 
He disallows the com- 


pany ^laim for $16,400 for financ- 
ing as not having been shown to 
be expended. He allows a going 
concern value of $10.000. 


Mr. Aitken accepts neither the 


company nor the city e stimate of 
plant value. The former wanted 
$255,000 and the city said it was 
$157,000. The master'f.indsr its val- 
ue at $253,000 and the present 
worth $176,000. 
The city argued 


for a 2 3-4 per cent depreciation 
and the company 3 1-2. Mr. Aitken 
fixes it at 3 per cent. 
He also 


finds for the company in the dis- 
pute over what were charged as 
proper operating costs.
